Fbelbyvillk— Confession of the Two Skb- 
*. easts— A Rbiiki. Prisoner Implicated. — 
Tbe two Sergeants, Gibbj and Whittbsee, 
charged with the murder of Ja3. M. Johnson, 
were yesterday brought before the military 
HUlliOiilies, and the following confession 
elicited from them: 

Gibbs states that Capt. Morris instructed 
lpm on leavine tbe camp, not to return to the 
tewn or camp with his prisoner. He deniea, 
however, hating committed the murder. He 
atknow'edges that his statement that the 
prisoner was shot by guerillas was false. He 
also admits that he changed clothes with 
Welsh Jones, a rebel prisoner, who was stop- 
ping at the hotel in Shelby ville with Captain 
Morris. 

Sergeant Whittlesee states that when he 
left the camp, he was entirely isrnorant of the 
desipn of Gibbs, but confesses that Gibbs told 
him on the way that his orders were not to 
return to tbe town or camp with the prisoner. 
Whittlesee says that he tried to prevail upon 
Gibbs to rtfrain from murdering the prisoner, 
and partially succeeded, but, upon arriving at 
the bridge, Gibbs concluded that he would 
ride to town and confer further with Cape. 
Morris, which he did, and, at the same time, 
changed bis clothing. He returned aud met 
them at lie edge of a woods, near the town, 
snd shot the prisoner as they were passiug 
with him. 

Whit'lesee appears to believe that he was 
in duty bound to obey the orders of CapL 
Morris, but, nevertheless, protested against 
committing the deed. 

The prisoner James M. Johnson siupected 
the df s'gn of the sergeants, and asked them 
several times before they arrived at the bridge 
if tbey intended to murder him. 

Welsh Jonts, of Mercer county, the rebel 
prisoner above referred to, was arrested yes- 
terday, and confined in the Military Prison. 
He is strongly suspected of being an Accom- 
plice. He presented himself at headquarters 
yesterday, and requested a pass to see Capt. 
Morris, stating that be bad some business to 
transact with him. He was not reported by 
Capt. Morris to the authorities here, as he 
should have been, and the fact of his stopping 
at the hotel with Capt. Morris, and changing 
clothes with Gibbs previous to tbe 
casts suspicion upon him.

Since the above was in type, a gentleman 
has called at our office, at the urgent solicita- 
tion of many of the citizens of Shelby county, 
and gives us tbe following details in addition 
to a bat we have already published: 

The four soldiers detailed by Capt. Morris 
to arrest Mr. Johnson, arrived at his bouse 
between nine and ten o'clock on the night of j "^le filth to 
the 11 ib. His family consists of a wife and 
six children, the eldest of which is only nine 
years of 8ge, and they were all lying sick at 
tLe time. When informed that ha was arrest- 
ed by order of Captain Morris, he implored 
tbem not to take him, as Merris had not only 
threatened but sent him word that he intend- 
ed to kill him, and he knew that was his de- 
sign in arresting him. They tore him from 
bis family, regardless of the tears and suppli- 
cations of his wife and little children, who ap- 
prehended tbe fearful doom that awaited the 
unfortunate husband and father, and hurried 
bim off, not even permitting him to take a last 
farewell of his beloved family.

able for tbe rebels themselves to endure." An- 
other authority tells us that into two rooms 
on the floor above, without water closets or 
any convenience, four hundred men are crowd- 
ed ; and so badly lighted are these long nar- 
row spaces tbat it is impossible to read, ia the 
centre, in tbe clearest daylight. These rooms 
are never cleaned, the prisoners are not per- 
mitted to go out, on any pretext what- • 
ever, from the time they enter, and any 
one may imagine the stench and hor- 
which brave and honorable 
soldiers are condemned. The common fare is 
half a ration of bread and a mess of cow peas 
or black beans, and recently a Richmond 
journal coolly proposed to cut down this Blen- 
der allowance and to "starve the d— d Yan- 
kees." These brutalities are committed in the 
fu l knowledge tbat every rebel prisoner re- 
ceives the same fare as bis captors and that 
large, commodious, and well ventilated places 
of confinement have been prepared for them. 
We hardly know what our Government can 
do to ameliorate the sad fate of our captive 
soldiers. We cannot propose retaliation, for 
every principle of humanity revolts at such 
an idea, and could we find a wretch abject 
enough to carry it out we might apply to him 
tbe language of Faulcoubridge to Hubert in 
King John:

In flat contradiction with this unquestion- 
able doctrine, Mr. Seward said in the speech 
to which we have already alluded: 

Your opponents commit the fatal error of 
supposing tbat they can divide tlia adminis- 
tration from the p-oTcraraent. ,in<t suppjit tUe 
one and discard the other. No mau can serve 
two masters. 

Note the directness of this remarkable con- 
tradiction. While Mr. Seward instructs Mr. 
Adams to tell tbe British Government th it 
with our people tbe habit of dividing the ad- 
ministration from the government, and r ■ » . >- 
porting the cne whilst supporting or opposing 
tbe other as it happens to be right or wrong, 
is "cot only entirely consistent with the con- 
stitution but even essential to its stability," 
Mr. Seward himself tells our people them- 
selves that they cannot follow this habit 
without not merely committing a "fatal 
error" but attempting the impossible task 
of serving "two masters." A sharper or more 
the rough contradiction was never seen. Su jh 
is the attitude of Mr.Seward.on the supposition 
that he adheres to both of these declarations. 
Af, however, the declaration men'ioned last is 
also tbe one last uttered, we may fairly con- 
clude that Mr. Seward has repu liatcd the hr;t, 
no longer admitting, much less asserting, tbat 
a citisen of our country may oppose the ad- 
ministration without disloyalty to the gov- 
ernment. If this conclusion is correct, it ex- 
plains, though it does not justify, Mr. S? ward's 
at use of Go\errior Seymour. If Mr. Sjward, 
in the teeth of his former declaration and of 
tbe general conviction of his countryman and 
of the mani.'est reason of the case, really be- 
lieves that opposition to tho administration is 
disloyalty to the government, his abu^e of 
Governor Seymour, though not becoming, is 
at least logical. Nothing can vindicate the 
i.bu?e; but apostasy can very Sitisfar.oiiiy ac- 
court for it. And here we are quite willing 
to rest the matter. 

We have termed Mr. Seward's 3paech at 
Auburn an incomprehensible one. It surely 
is. Herein we refer especially to this extraor- 
dinary passage, which is puzzling the whole 
country: 

Whut if, through battle and suffrage, the 
President who was elected in I SOU sboull, by 
bis opponi nts, 1>h kept out of the Presidency

WLat if th; r should then succeed in electing

or lioralio Seymour? Certainly not; and

I What does Mr Seward mean in this pas- 
; sage? Does be mean, that, if the conserva 
lives fhould combine with the rebelo forcibly 
to expel Mr. Lincoln from the Presidency for 
the remainder of his tern and then to elect a 
President without allowing the radicals th« 
liberty of voting, the radicals, in that event, 
would rebel? Or does he mean, that, if the 
conservatives for the remainder of the current 
Presidential term should overrule Mr. Lin- 
coln's policy at the ballot box and afterwards 
overrule Mr. Lincoln himself by duly electing 
a conservative President, the radicals would 
1 rebel? Or does he meari, that, if the conserv- 
atives, with or without overruling Mr. Lin- 
coln's policy at the ballot-box in the in- 
terim, should in 18G4 duly elect such 
a man as Governor Seymour President, 
' the radicals would .rebel? We think one or 
the other of there three constructions must be 
tbe true one. Which is it? The last two are 
indeed essentially the same, both alike im- 
porting rebellion ag*inst the will of the peo- 
ple regularly declared, and the perpetuation of 
the ascendancy of the radical party by revo- 
lutionary means. The first construction 
merely presupposes in Mr. Seward a blind and 
malignant degree of partyism which stops 
short of premeditated rebellion; in other 
words, it simply inplies that Mr. Seward is 
capable of imputing treason to all of hiscoun- 
trjmen who do not vote the administration 
ticket. For our part, we own we are con- 
strained to look upon this construction as the 
true one, as it harmonizes best not only with 
the other parts of the speech but with the 
character of the speaker. Either of the other 
constructions appears to us incredible. Heaven 
knows this construction is bad enough. 

Yet it is not to be denied that the last con-

the passage in question, the Boston Bost, fir 
example, says: " U contiinj the distinct an- 
nouncement— if it contains anything— that 
the political party which elected Abraham 
Lincoln in MM would not acquiesce in the 
election of Horntio Seymour in 18r,i without 
bloodshed!!

Indeed, we regard Mr. Seward as hiving com- 
mitted a very serious offence against h's couu- 
try in employing language which could even 
give rise to so dark and terrible a question in 
the minds of intelligent patriots. 

8*ar It is a condoling and even cheering re- 
flection that the radicals of the country would 
not so grossly calumniate the conservatives 
but for dread of conservatism.

Voi.untfkus —We invite the pobiic atten- 
tion to the tall for volunteers which we pub- 
lish in another column, from Major W. H. 
Sidell, the Acting Asristant Provost Marshal 
G'ncmlr.nd General Superintendent ot Vol- 
unteer Recruiting in Kentucky. The call is 
full and explicit. It epeaks for itself. And 
it t-penks in terms and in tones very different 
from these in which the draft will addresj our 
citizens if this higher and more attractive 
call Bhall be unheeded. Let it not be un- 
heeded. Let it be heeded, not alone by 
tie terrors of the draft, nor yet alone by 
those terrors combined with the tempting 
be unties the call holds forth, but aUo and 
chiefly by the lofty and soul-stirring induce- 
ments cf patriotism and ot glory. Any one 
of these considerations indeed should be 
» cough to make a call for volunteers effective; 
but all of these considerations are united in 
the present cull. Surely it cannot fail. It must 
prove all-powerful. The patriots of the North 
are nobly responding to a like cali. Let not 
the patriots of Kentucky be behind their 
Northern compatriots. 

It will be seen that recruiting officers arc 
thVkiy stationed throughout the Common- 
wealth, so lhat persons wishing to volunteer 
wi'l find almost at their elbow officers ready 
duly to enlist them. We ate not informed as 
t« w hether or not the Governor has yet an- 
nounced the quotas of the several counties of 
the State; but we suppose he has not. We 
think tbe announcement would give a very 
decided impulse to volunteering. Undoubt- 
edly the announcement will be made as soon 
ne the npportioDmtnt is fixed. 

Protection of thb Boudkb.— We have al- 
ready published in oar columns the proceed- 
ings cf a corvention held at Jame?:own by 
tbe people of the counties on the Southern 
Border of Kentucky "for the purpose of tak- 
ing some action as to the defence of the Bor- 
der." Our readers doubtless have not forgot- 
ten the action taken by this convention. A 
cemmittee. formed of the leading Union men 
ot the Boiver, reported as expressive of the 
sense of the convention the subjoined resolu- 
tion, which was unanimously adopted: 

Rctnlved, That whereas tbe border coun- 
ties of Kentucky are now afflictetl with evils 
and troubles of the most alarming character, 
resulting from depredation* from armed bands 
of guerillas and robbers who are plundering, 
murdering, and robbing our citizens almost 
daily, and the civil lawsof the land are almost 
entirely valueless tor want of power to enforce 
them ; and whereas Col. R. T. Jacob, formjrly 
of the 9th Kentucky cavalry, whilst with us 
for our protection and defence, so conducted 
hinuelf as a soldier and a gentleman, as also 
h'.3 regiment of gallant officers and soldiers, 
bs to tecme the full and perfect confidence of 
all good citizens; therefore we, the p- ople of 
Adair, Casey, Clinton, Cumberland, Pula*ki. I 
and Russell, assembled in convention at James- 
town, Russell county, Ky., return to Col. 
Jacob and his gallant band our hetrtfelt 
thanks for their timely aid and protection 
heretofore given tons; and whilst we do not 
dtsire to take Col. Jacob from the duties of 
tbe high position which the people of Ken- 
tucky have recently conferred upon him, yet 
we most earnestly dtsire and request tb»t Col. 
Jacob will reorganize the gallant old Ninth, 
t.r.d lhat he will again be permitted to come 
among us and bring quiet again to our people. 

We kno.w not what response our gallant 
Lieutenant-Governor will mike to this dis- 
tinguished compliment; but we can saMy 
assure the people who bestow it, that, if con- 
sistent with the discharge of his official obli- 
gations to the State, he will gladly complj 
with their request, and, if not, he will ceittiu- 
ly exert every energy, in conjunction with 
the efforts of our able and patriotic Governor, 
to seeure by other agencies the earliest and 
f-mplest feasible protection of the B>rder. 
The condition of that region as faithfully set 
forth in the resolutiun above quoted issa^h as 
to enlist the sympathies and the influence of 
every patriot amongst ns. Humanity com- 
bines with policy and with duty to demand 
tLat tic fullest possible defence shall be given 
in the soonest possible time to the tried and 
faithful inhabitants of tbe Border. And this 
demand beyond question will be vigorously 
answered. The Border will be protected. 
We are sure that neither the Slate authorities 
nor the F'deral authorities will leave undone 
anjthicg which can be done for the accom- 
plishment of this important end. Of thus 
much the noble mea of the Border may rest 
assured. 

Yet they owe it to themselves as well as to 
the authorities not to form an exaggerated 
idea of the protection which it is practicable 
for the authorities to tifford. Though the au- 
thorities, State and Federal, do their utmos', 
as v;e are confi leut they will, the protection 
of tbe Border nimt still be far from complete, 
co long as the war coutinues, complete secu- 
rity cannot be reasonably expected anywhere 
within the general theatre of hostilities. 
A degree of insecurity, everywhere in our 
State and especially on its Southern 
Border, is inseparable from the existing 
stata of war. This fact sboild be 
kept in mind, and duly rega'Je-J, as it 
is adapted to prevent not only disippoint- 
ments tut much sorer calamities. To the 
neglect of it the people of Missouri have to 
impute in no small measure the Seiceneis and 
bit'erness of the unhappy feud which now 
ra^es amorgst them. Leaving out of the ac- 
count tha war and its unavoidable results, 
not a few Mi3Pourians charged the undoubted 
insecurity of the citizen upon the authorities 
of the State and the Uuion, and waged a 
furious warfare against those authorities and 
all who upheld them, thereby exisperating 
instead of alleviating the grievances of the 
community. What was bad before, these 
misguided citizeLS made worse, by petulantly 
arraigning the authorities for not performing 
the impracticable work of correcting the evil 
altogether. They acted under the influence 
ot mere passion, and, as is the ami eff-ct of 
such action, they aggravated the distress they 
sought to remove. In their impatience, th->y 
overlooked the real source of the calamitv, 
| which lay at their feet, and so made the 
calemity greater instead of less. 
This was v»ry plain to everybody except 
j the malcontents themselves and their mis- 
' chievous abettors outside of Missouri. The 
President, in his response to the complaints of 
these people, put the case forcibly. "Actual 
war coming," he said, "blood grows hot, and 
blood is spilled. Thought is forced from old 
channels into confusion. Deception broods 
and thrives. Confidence dies, and universal 
suspicion reigns. Each man feels an impulse 
to kill bis neighbor, lest he be killed by him 
Revenge and retaliation follow. And all this, 
as before said, may be among honest men on- 
ly. But this is not all. Every foul bird comes 
abroad, and every dirty reptile rises up. These 
add mime to confusion. Strong measures, 
deemed indispensable, but harsh at be3t, such 
men make worse by mal- administration. Mur- 
ders for old grudges, and murders for pelf, 
proceed under any cloak that will best cover 
for the occasion. These causes amply account 
for what has occurred in Missouri, with- 
out ascribing it to the weakness or wick- 
edness of any General." So far indeed 
were these people hurried by passion that they 
even accused the General commanding the 
Department of Missouri with conniving at 
the outrages of the rebel guerillas. To this 
wild and reckless accusation the President's 
response is equally worthy of note. "The 
charges," he said, "that General Schofield has 
puipoBely withheld protection from loyal peo- 
ple, and purposely facilitated the objects of 
the disloyal, are altogether beyoand my power 
of belief. I do not arraign the veracity of 
gentlemen as to the facts complained of; but 
I do more than question the judgment which 
would infer that those facts occurred in ac- 
ecrdance with the purpose of General Scho- 
field."

Evm 
the malcontents themselves are now ashamed 
of the accusation which evoked it. 

The whole case shows how important It is 
that the people should habitually discriminate 
as far as possible between the evils which may 
be remedied by a proper exercise of authority 
and those which are inseparable from the pres- 
ent condition of war. Without such discrim- 
ination, the people in the absence of any just 
ground will lose confidence in the

The good cf all concerned, anl 
especially of the more immediate sufferers, 
req iires that this obvious truth shall be kept 
in mind, ar.d duly regarded. With the case 
of Missouri as a beacon blazing before 
us, we should be blind indeed, and mad as 
well as blind, if we permitted ourselves to 
split upon tbe same rock. 

These precautionary remarks of course have 
no immediate relation to the action of the 
convention at Jamestown, for the action of 
that body looks simply to such remedies as are 
practicable, and which, therefore, ?hould be 
vigorously applied at the quickest possible 
moment, as we are certain they will be, either 
in the form requested by the convention, or in 
some other tffL ient form. We desire merely 
to point out in connection with the general 
siil jet- 1 the valuable lesson taught by the case 
of Missouri, with the view ot holding up the 
lesson as a lamp by whose light our owa peo- 
ple, not only on the Border but every w litre 
else in the State, may see and shun the pit 
into which the Missourians have fallen. Tn > 
lessen certainly sheds a strong light; and it 
w ilkbe our fault as well as our misfortune if 
we do not profit by it. In the meaa time, as 
we have already insisted, every priiciicable 
defence should be afforded the Border in tbe 
earliest practicable time; and we are con- 
vinced that this will be done. The people ot 
the Border, as brave and high-miaded a people 
as the world contains, have no greater ad- 
mirers and no truer friends than the authori- 
ties of the Stale and the official representatives 
ot the Union amongst us. Everything tbat 
can be done will surely be done. Tb.9 peopie 
of the Border deserve protection ; protection 
is sacredly due to them ; and, so far as the 
combined energy of the State anl of the 
Union can be brought to bear, they may count 
upon receiving protection. The protection of 
the Border is a debt wh<ch the authorities are 
impelled to discharge by motives of humanity 
and of policy superadded ta the supreme obli- 
gations of duty. The debt will be faithfully 
discharged. 



Is^That the London Times should fsl mm} 
its opinions is not remarkable, for it has box-?d 
the compass on every, absorbing topic of do- 
mestic policy or diplomacy which came be- 
fore its readers.

To build, arm, and man a vessel of war 
from a neutral port is surely to fit out a bos- 
tile expedition from that port; and as an ex- 
pedition may be great or small, it follows that 
a neutral might thus take almost anuanceiv I 
able share in a war, provided only that the aid 
it lent to one side was not greater than tbe 
aid it waa ready to lend to the other. But is 
tbuta reasonable doctrine? It appears tons 
that toe supply of munitions, money, or mate- 
rial differ* estentially in charilcier from tbe 
supplj of an armed ship of war. We can ua- ! 
derMand that even such vessels as are now ' 
lying in the Mersey might be sent across the ' 
Atlantic, and delivered at Wilmington or ; 
Charleston, without any more breach of neu- > 
trality than is committed in the despatch of a ■ 
field battery to New York. In that case they 
would be emp'y hulls, and would only receive ; 
their crews, their commissions, and their 
offensive capacities from the belligerent state i 
itself. But if the successive processes by 
which a ship of war is created are all 
terformed in a neutral country, that gives 
UM adventure a perfectly different character, ■ 
and amounts either to a participation in the 
wsr on the part of neutral?, or to the employ- 
ment of neutral territory for purposes of war 
by a belligerent. If it is, then, said that a 
neutral power may, if it pleases, permit its 
territory to be so employed, we reply that the 
(ermiss:on imports so very much more th in a 
mere permission to buy MM and gunpowder 
tbat it is no wonder the latter should ht grant- 
ed while the former is withheld. Wa are 
very ruie tbat it would be a bad thing for 
most countric, and especially for England, 
if the piacti.-e of equipping vessels of war in 
tbe cont;overted fashion were recogniz *d or 
tstablished, nor do we see that toe commetcial 
interes'S of a country require any such lati- 
tude of adventure. It is certainly reasonable 
that tbe customary trade of a shipbuilder ia a 
neutral State should be preserved from 
injury as well as other trades, but it 
is plain that such trade has no connection 
with that "equipment" of the ship to which 
ol jection ii taken. It is do part of a ship- 
^CsuC'S business to arm a ship with cannoa 
or equip her for action. It it is said that the 
builder proposes no such equipment, then the 
rep - v is thai when an equipment is manifestly 
lontemplated by 3ome parties or other, the un- 
law !ul intention may be defeated. Tbe sug- 
gestion of "Historicus" is that su -ii transac- 
tions t-htiuld be stopped by warning given or 
complaint addressed to belligerent powers, bat 
we confess we should prefer to see a direct 
pre bibition take the shape of law. 

Great Britain never did grant permission to 
either North or South to equip their war ships 
within British territories. The Confederals 
therefore, have no right to despatch their 
steamers from our port?, and if aay such de- 
sign is suspected on reasonable grounds we 
are justified in taking measures so prevent it. 

Take this reasoning of the Times and its 
pregnant admissions, and apply them to the 
British policy, which has heretofore allowed 
ships to be built, provisioned, manned, and 
armed in every available port of tne United 
Kingdom. With this crucial verdict, which 
the great organ of British opinion bas pro- 
nounced in prospective, applied to tha "2tW" 
merchants who fitted out an Anglo-rebel pi- 
rate, which bas depredated upon our com- 
merce and destroyed millions upon millions of 
our property, the United States would be j'lsti- 
fied in demanding reclamation for all the 
property heretofore pillaged, and no defence 
could be interposed to prevent the payment.

The 
members of the imperial assemblage must 
have been conscious of something like humil- 
iation that their persons and royal toggery 
s'.iould be subject to the scrutiny of tbe vul- 
gar crowd, and their acts be liable to criticism 
by the common herd of humanity. The num- 
ber of sovereign States which form the Ger- 
man Confederation Is now thirty- five. They 
include one empire, fire kingdoms, seven 
grand duchies, one electorate, eight dnchies, 
one landgravate, eight principaliiie?, and four 
free towns. Their aggregate population ia 41,-

This morning Col. Woltord aent Lieut. Col. 
Adams with ihe 1st Kentucky Cavalry in that 
d'rection to drire out any -scouting parties 
which might be on this side. About 10 o'clock 
this morning Col. Adams run into a regiment 
ot rebel cavalry on the river bank, ani im- 
mediately charged .-.nd drove them into the 
rver (which was much sw >llen), where many 
■4 them drowned and others were killed while 
in the river, and captured over fifty of tneir 
Lumber wit jout losing a man. 

Day before yesterday Col. Adams, while out 
on a siir.ilar expedition, brought into camp 
thirty prisoners; and with all who know 
Adair a he he ars the name of Dare Devil 
Ada J38. Perhapi some of your readers re- 
me nber some of hi3 exploits on Cumberland 
ri' er while the rebels occupied Wayne county. 
Tbe 1st Kentucky Cavalry hare now amply 
renged herself for the loss of her train at 
Philadelphia. The regiment has been newly 
' < quipped and clothed, and presents a fine ap- 
pearance, mustering orer one thousand men. 
The health of our regiment is good. 

Capt. lloonell, the Chaplain of the 1st Ken- 
tuck r, arrived to day from Kentucky, bring- 
ing us papers up to the 28th of October Hnd 
fiom Wends Mhoae.

This compariaon will assist to a better ap- 
ireciation of the part acted by these powers, 
respectively, in reference to the project for re- 
forming the Federal Constitution of Germany, 
as proposed by Francis Joseph of Austria, in 
response to whose call nearly all the German 
princes assembled. The ostensible object was 
to place the Confederation in a better position 
to resist foreign aggression; but it ia not diffi- 
cult to perceive that in proffering hia services 
for the initiation of reform, Francis Joseph 
hoped to obtain a better acknowledgment of I 
Austrian supremacy ; and for the same reaaon 
it can be imagined that King William of Prus- 
sia might hesitate to merge hia identity to the 
least extent in that of hia imperial neighbor. 
As the event proved, considerations such as 
are here suggested served to prevent th it co- 
operation which waa essential to success. 
King William resolutely ileclined to enter the 
Congress, notwithstanding twenty- five of the 
sovereigns already assembled appended their 
signatured to a document asking hia vote. 
Francis Joseph, who opened the sittinga with 
a speech and closed them in the aam* manner, 
and to whom a high meed of praise is accord- 
ed for tbe conciliatory yet dignified and states- 
manlike qualities displayed throughout, affect- 
ed to be well sa'iified with what had been 
done, though it waa apparent enough that the 
Frankfort scheme, as the c 
substantially a failure. Th 
port alludes to the "triumphant tone' 
with which the deliterations were closed; to 
the pledge of the Kaiser of Austria and his 
kingly confederates to grant the German 
nation a larger measure of "federative unity 
and honest constitutionalism,'' and asserts that 
for two centuries the German people have 
never been brought ao near to resurrection 
into "collective political life, new power, and 
international respect." 

Though no doubt very grateful to German 
ears, these hopeful expressions do not aeem 
warranted by the facts. In the first place, the 
natural antipathies, jealousies, and rivalries, 
of two first- clasa powers like Austria and 
Prussia, would be difficult to adjust in a single 
confederation; then there is a disinclination 
among the people at large to centralize power, 
lest it should become an instrument of oppres- 
sion at home. The liberal leaders are keenly 
alive to this apprehension. But the real im- 
pediment, as before remarked, ia the sturdy 
opposition of King William, who thought it 
would be a dexterous stroke of policy to raise 
the cry that danger to the public liberties 
was threatened by foreign intrigue, in hope 
of recovering the attachment of hia own 
subjects (forfeited by many arbitrary and 
unconstitutional acts}, besides maintaining 
the position of the Prussian Government, so 
severely jostled by an ambitious neighbor. 
All this ia manifest, upon perusing the decree 
of M. Bismarck, the Prime Miniater, dissolv- 
ing the Prussian Chambers. He declarea that 
in such a crisis all loyal Prussians should 
unite in sustaining the ministry, and adds: 
"Tendenciea have manifested themselvea 
within the limits of the German Federal 
constitution, the evident aim of which ia to 
reduce Prussia from that position as a great 
power in Germany and Europe which is her 
well-earned inheritance from our forefathera, 
and which tbe Prussian people haa at all times 
been determined not to relinquiah. Under 
these circumstances it will be incumbent on 
the Prussian people to gire expression, upon 
the occasion of the approaching new elections, 
to the fact that no difference of political opin- 
ion is so deeply rooted in Prussia as to en- 
danger the unity of the people and the un- 
shakable fidelity with which they are attached 
to the royal house, when placed in face of 
efforts tending to diminish the independence 
and dignity of Prussia." 

When it is remembered that constitutional 
government in Prussia has been almost de- 
stroyed by the arbitrary encroachmentaof the 
monarch, and that eren the press is stifled in 
its attempted remonstrances, this device to 
supersede a Chamber expressly elected to sus- 
tain popular freedom by another which will 
sanction imperial usurpations, must fail of 
success. Much les3 ia there reason to expect

Newberu, N. C, Not. 10. 
Major Geceral Peck made a reconnoissance 
of tte Chowan river, near the mouth of the 
Blaekwater, on the Cib, 7tfa, and 8th instant?, 
with Commodore Flusaer, and the Whitehead, 
Delaware, and Miami. As he was some two 
hundred and fifty miles from Newbern, it is 
presumed he was waiting the co-operation of 
General Foster from Fortress Monroe. 

The rebels were apprehensive of some move 
upon Weldon, and burnt the bridges over tha 
Wicacom river and other pribcipal streams. 

Charles Henry Foster has recently returnei 
from an expedition to Pasqnetunk and Per- 
quemc-sis countier, nnd brings a number of re- 
ctnita. Be found a strong I" mob feeling in 
tbe region he visited, which section is not yet 
protected by tbe Federal forces. 

Four large s teamers. engaged in running 
tbe blockade of Wilmington, have been cap- 
tured within the last three days. Uae was 
ladened with 3<>,000 Enfield rifles, ammuni- 
tion, and clothing, one with saltpetre and 
lead, and the others with assorted cargoes. 
Tbe original cost of one was $200,000. 

The State debt of North Carolina, amount- 
ing to upwards of one million dollars, has 
been entirely liquidated from the proceeds of 
blockade running, in which the State govern- 
ment was largely engaged. 

New Orleans, Nov. 6. 
We have a report from the Teche country 
that tbe advance cf Gen. Washburne's divi- 
sion was attacked on the morning of the N 
icst.
